Madrid Mayor Exhorts Troops 


NEW DEFENSE 
CHIEF FOR 
CAPITAL 


Officials Predict Issue 
To Cut Interest Rate 
Will Succeed 


Fascists Relentlessly Push 
Toward Goal, 18 
Miles Away 

MADRID. UP )—The Spanish gov¬ 
ernment placed the defense of Ma¬ 
drid in the hands of a new su¬ 
preme chief tonight and seitt a 
workers’ reserve army of 100,000 
men to all fronts around the cap¬ 
ital. 

Announcing a shift from defen¬ 
sive to "smashing offensive tac¬ 
tics’’ to prevent invasion of Ma¬ 
drid, the government removed 
Gen. Jose Asensio from command 
of the Madrid area and named as 
supreme chief of operations the 
60-year-old Gen. Sebastian Pozas, 
former minister of the interior. 

Asensio was made under-secre¬ 
tary of war. 

Pozas, veteran of many cam¬ 
paigns, is regarded as one of the 
foremost tactical experts in the 
army. * 


LOS ANGELES. (.T»—A 23- 
.vear-old father, Frank Provost, 
pleaded guilty today to slapping 
his 6-month-oid daughter, Vir¬ 
ginia, so hard because she cried, 
that she needed hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

Judge E. P. Woods of the 
Monlei»ello justice court sen¬ 
tenced Provost to 180 days in 
jail and fined him $.500. He was 
accused of unjustifiable punish¬ 
ment to minors. 


Fewer than two per cent of the 
registered voters of the Santa Ana 
High and elementary school dis¬ 
tricts had voted by noon today on 
a proposed bond issue of $611,000, 

Only 210 out of more than 18,000 
registered voters in the city of 
Santa Ana had cast ballots at the 
11 polling places here. No reports 
were available at Greenville school, 
where residents of the Greenville, 
Diamond and Paularino elemen¬ 
tary districts are to vote. 

’Throe Votes f’ast 

Precinct 8, at Muir school, had 
only three ballots cast at noon, but 
the three members of the election 
board had not yet voted. Their 
ballots would make six. 

Precinct 9, at Roosevelt school, 
experienced the heaviest vote, 45 
persons balloting by noon. 

Interest was lacking apparently 
because the bond issue is not to 
build new buildings, but to retire 
a standing obligation at lower in¬ 
terest rates and save the districts 
from $48,000 to $130,000. A 
Greene bill loan for repairing 
earthquake damaged buildings 
carries 4.4 per cent. 

Expect Victory 

S', h'jiauthorities hope to sell 
the new bonds at from 2.4 to 3.4 
per cent, reducing the interest 
payments one or two per cent. 

Polling places for the consoli¬ 
dated precincts have been placed 
in elementary schools, so that 
adults vote where their children 
attend school. Persons uncertain 
as to where to vote may telephone 
the board of education office, 1706, 
for information. 

Polls will clo.se at 7 p. m. A 
two-thirds majoity is required to 
carry the bond is.sue, but author¬ 
ities expect the bonds to carry 
despite the light vote.

Ended Here 


I Ending a three-year court battle 
here, Superior Judge G. K. Scovel 
today upheld the demurrer of C. 
C. Chapman. Fullerton, to the 
fourth amended complaint of the 
Security-First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, seeking a $1,144,000 
judgment against Chapman. 

The bank refused to amend its 
complaint, and a judgment in fa¬ 
vor of Chapman will ensue, attor¬ 
neys for the Fullerton man de¬ 
clared today. The bank is expected 
to take the case to the fourth dis¬ 
trict appellate court. 

Chapman wa.s .sued in June, 1934, 
as principal stokholder in the 
Santa Y.sabel land company, which 
in turn owned the bulk of bond.s is¬ 
sued by ' i.e Meu mcrl:; hot,,l, Los 
Angeles, which had failed. The 
hank, holder of the bonds on a 
tru.st indenture, .sought to collect 
over a million and a quarter dol¬ 
lars from Chapman and others un¬ 
der the stockholders’ liability law. 

The defense contended from the 
first that it was unlawful for the 
bank to sue under stockholders’ 
liability without first exhausting 
all other rc.sourccs. It had not, 
Chapman claimed, brought any 
suit against the original bondhold- 
er.s in the Alexandria hotel com¬ 
pany, to determine their liability. 

Four times the bank .submitted 
complaints in superior court here 
against Chapman. Four times the 
court upheld defense demurrers. 

Judge Scovel, in upholding the 
defense demurrer today, gave leave 
to amend, but the bank indicated 
it was through fighting the case 
in this court, and would carry it 
higher on appeal. 

Chapman was represented by F. 
C Drumm of Drumm, Tucker and 
Drumm, while the bank was rep¬ 
resented by Gih.son, Dunn and 
Crutcher and Forgy, Reinhaus and 
Forgy. 


The meandering trail of dapper 
Warren Marr. 36-year-old alleged 
confidence man, followed for thou¬ 
sands of miles in more than two 
years by .sheriff’s officers, wa.s 
broken today.

ple. He is accused of bilking 
the quintet, mo.st of them more 
than 70 years old, of almost $10,- 
000 .

Four Miles of Outfall 
Line Needs Replacing 
In Near Future 


REBELS’ BIG PUSH 
GAINS M05IENTUM 
WITH THE INSURGENT 
FORCE OF GEN. JOSE VARELA, 
AT NAVALCARNERO, 18 miles 
-southwest of Madrid. (JP )—’The in¬ 
surgent big push on Madrid gained 
relentless momentum today. 

Entrenched in this key city, torn 
from government defenders by 
shells, bombs and the steel hands 
of fierce Moorish troops. General 
Varela’s shock troops pulled them¬ 
selves together to thrust a Fascist 
spearhead down the last few miles 
to the capital. 

On Other Front-s 
From the south, the little gen¬ 
eral’s Toledo column began push¬ 
ing its left flank up in a straight 
line through Illescas and Naval- 
carnero. 

To the north, Lt. Col. Rada’s ar¬ 
tillery blasted historic El Escorial 
to further strengthen the Fascist 
line all along the western front. 

This morning trucks laden with 
pontoons were rushed up to re¬ 
place a bridge over the Guadarra-

Four miles of the joint outfall

Santa Ana city council Monday 
night adopted a resolution favor¬ 
ing ,a 4 2-inch reinforced concrete 
P'^essure line, fitted with an auto¬ 
matic valve which would keep the 
line full of water all times. 

Joseph P. Smith, local council¬ 
man and sewer board member, re¬ 
ported that this method would 
eliminate a present unsightly 
pumping plant at the .shore line 
and would prevent the destructive 
action of .sewer gas. 

Plan Ri'elamatioii 

.Smith said today the council 
favors the concrete pipe as less 
expensive than vitrified tile pipe, 
and that the local body is looking 
forward to possible future ar- 
lai.gemcnts to reclaim sewage Wa¬ 
ter for irrigation purposes. 

Santa Ana acts as the contract¬ 
ing party in all joint outfall sewer 
activities, but cannot take any ac¬ 
tion unless all other cities and 
sanitary boards included in the 
sewer agree on the plans and cost.

HARTFORD, Conn. (A»l—In a 
bid for the eight electoral votes 
of Connecticut, which went Repub¬ 
lican in 1932, President Roosevelt 
declared here today that Connecti¬ 
cut was a "happier" state than it 
was four years ago, and pledged 
the federal government to "do its

LETTUCE PACT 
IS REJECTED 


SAN FRANCISCO. (JP) — The 
threat of a coastwide strike again 
darkened the maritime situation 
today while both sides conferred 
after Rear Admiral Harry G. Ham¬ 
let’s efforts failed to bring about 
a year’s hruce. 

Members of the union’s rank and 
file declared that unless the ship¬ 
owners accept their conditions, re¬ 
garded as fundamental, the unions 
have no other alternative than to 
strike on Oct. 28. 

The various unions meanwhile 
continued to ballot on the proposi¬ 
tion to authorize their joint nego¬ 
tiations committee to call a walk¬ 
out If such drastic action is deemed 
neces.sary. 


Orange county .sugar beet grow¬ 
ers today were taking steps to se¬ 
cure an additional AAA payment 
of approximately $25,000 on the 
1935 beet crop. 

Max Cory, assistant farm ad¬ 
visor in charge of AAA sugar beet 
work for .Southern California, re¬ 
ported today he is distributing 
<uop report forms to growers for 
their signatures. 

These will list the actual produc¬ 
tion for the 1935 season, and will 
bring a final payment of 33 cents 
Tier ton. A previous payment of 
80 cents per ton was based on esti¬ 
mated production, and netted $60,- 
000 for Orange county. 

To facilitate signing crop re¬ 
ports, meetings have been held at 
Chino, Van Nuys, Westminster, 
Los, Alamitos, and other sugar 
raising centers. Growers not con¬ 
tacted at meetings will be mailed 
blanks. 

No date has been set for the 
final payment, Cory said. 


SALINAS. (^)—The Fruit and 
Vegetable Workers’ Union today 
voted to reject a peace proposal 
for ending the seven-weeks strike 
of 3200 workers. 

The vote was reported unoffici- 
allj’ as being three to one against 
accepting the proposal. 

The settlement proposal ac¬ 
cepted by growers and shippers, 
included a promise to re-employ 
as many strikers as possible, but 
strikers of radical affiliations are 
specifically barred in this conces¬ 
sion. 

The workers stopped work Sept. 
4, demanding union members bo 
given preference in hiring.

AGRIGENTO, Sicily, (i?’)—Fifty 
“volcanetti,” or tiny volcanoes, 
erupted in a hitherto considered 
extinct volcanic area near here to¬ 
day. They did no damage, as they 
appeared in a barren and unculti¬ 
vated area, but threw the country¬ 
side into a panic. Small pools of 
burning lava from time to time 
ejected burning rock and dazzling 
showers of sparks. 

The superstitious inhabitants 
said residents of cities buried 
thousands of years ago by a giant 
volcanic blast still "come back” 
at night and occasiohally hold 
magnificent feasts, dances and 
gorgeous bazars.

One Quarter of Population 
Here Has Asked SRA Relief 


199-Year Term Is 
Given Slayer, 15 


Nearly a quartre of Orange 
county’s population has applied to 
SRA for relief since that agency 
opened July 1. 1934, Terrence Hal- 
loran, SRA manager, reported to¬ 
day. 

Within the past few days the 
number of cases handled passed 
the 10,000 mark. The serial num¬ 
ber of the latest case filed this 
morning was 10,039. 

Since there are an average of 
3.8 persons in the family of each 
person appling to SRA, this fig¬ 
ure means that 38,000 persons 
have applied through the heads of 
their families, Halloran said. Popu¬ 
lation of the county is about 
120,000. 

Not all those applying have re¬ 


ceived direct aid, the director 
pointed out. Many were certified 
to WPA, referred to National Re¬ 
employment service, or found in¬ 
eligible. Of the 10,039 cases on 
file, about 9400 are inactive, with 
about 600 cases receiving relief. 

During the past 11 months the 
agency has returned mora than 
100 families who are not legal 
residents here to their place of 
residence. 

Applications for relief last week 
reached the highest point since 
February, Halloran reported. 
There were 166 requests for relief 
of assignment. 

With the sugar plant shut down 
for the season and other harvests 
coming to a close, this week will 
bring an increase to about 180 
appllcationa, Halloran estimated.

Damage to $81,000 
Plant by Oil 

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — City 
workers today were excavating a 
large number of oil lines as the 
latest move In an intensive cam¬ 
paign to control alleged dumping 
of waste oil into sewage lines by 
oil operators. 

The new $81,000 sewage disposal 
plant has been almost ruined twice 
within the past few weeks by in¬ 
troduction of oil into sewer lines, 
officials said today, and strict 
watch will be kept over oil men 
suspected of dumping waste oil. 
The filtering system at the plant 
has been seriously damaged, and 
further steps will he taken to in¬ 
sure future safety of the .system, 
it was announced. 

Workmen today began the city’s 
campaign by digging up lines on 
the property of (Charles W. Camp 
and A, F. Craig at the corner of 
Thirteenth and Ocean streets.

tation was "You shall not press 
down upon the brow of labor this 
crown of thorns; you .shall not 
crucify mankind upon a cro.ss of 
gold!” 

McKinley had a job on his hands 
defeating Bryan, but he was suc- 
ce.s.sful with a deluge of docu¬ 
ments, pamphlets, and tracts pro¬ 
claiming the falsity of the free 
silver doctrine. It was one of the 
most exciting elections of history. 
Free silver was repudiated and 
has ceased to become a major po¬ 
litical issue.

It's giving her an inferiority 
complex. She's quiet or shy. I can't understand her. What shall 

I do about it ?" 

Then come the letters from the 
youngsters, more often girls than 
boy.s, who realize they are not 
popular ami w'ant to do something 
about it themselves: but how? 

Last evening as I was browsing 
through some magazines I came 
upon a mighty fine writing upon 
this subject in the Parents' maga¬ 
zine. Of course, space wouldn't 
permit .setting down the article in 
full, by Dorothy Canfield Fisher, 
but I believe the following ex¬ 
cerpts will be of much value to 
both parents and 'teen-agers w'ho 
are seeking a solution to this 
problem: 

Mrs. Fisher claims th.at the 
pi ice of popularity for the slowly- 
maturing adolescent must be paid 
in large part by his parents. 

The transient glitter of the 
small group who mature fast, and 
usually fade fast, blinds the awk¬ 
ward teen-age boy or girl whose 
development la slower and richer, 
to the fact that there are many 
other young people just like him 
whose companionship is more 
worthwhile and permanent. 

The dread of being left out of 
the shining circle of the eariy-old 
is Inevitable, humilating and jiain- 
ful. Although this period is out¬ 
grown as surely as an attack of 
measles, says Mrs. Fisher, it is 
just as uncomfortable while it 
lasts, and It requires just as much 
.sympathy and cooperation from 
the parents. 

And jus! ,ss for measles, there 
aie dcfuutu lailiiativcs for this 
ache of aptiaient unpopulai ity. 
Probably the most iniporlanl is 
to hold the jiatienfs confidence 
let him feel that he can talk it 
over with a mother and father 
who really understand, and who 
icalize, moreover, that the "illness" 
won't last forever. 

Aiiothci- remedy is to show him 
that he is not alone in his misery. 
"One of the obsessions usually a 
part of this period," continues Mrs. 
Fisher, "is the failure to observe 
the existence of any people of their 
ow'ii age ex cpi the glittering, 
noisy, socially-mature group, usual¬ 
ly absurdly small compared to the 
large number of boys ami girls 
very much like your own, wistfully 
looking in on the whirlers, from 
the outside. One thing you can do 
for them is to call their attention 
to the huge numbers of others like 
themselves."

In the light of the interest that 
has been aroused in Indians by 
relics displayed in Bowers mu¬ 
seum, and by trips of Santa Anans 
into the Indian settlements of the 
Southwest this fall, the story of 
a local woman who deals in Nava¬ 
jo Indian rugs brings the.se early 
American settlers to our attention 
in a unique way. 

The interesting local woman is 
Mrs. W. D. Bailey, who lived in 
the Navajo Indian reservation at 
Cedar Springs, Ariz., for 17 years, 
.she and her late husband having 
charge of the trading post. 

There she had opportunity to be¬ 
come acquainted with that race, 
who believe they are superior to 
any people on earth, as few peo¬ 
ple do. Their superstitions, their 
thrift, their many wi.se ways in 
husbandry, all are known to her. 

Rai.se Wool for Rugs 

The largest and least civilized 
of the Indian tribes is scattered 
all through northeastern Arizona 
aiid northwestern New Mexico. 
Men of this tribe are noted as sil¬ 
versmiths, and they also tend the 
herds of sheep. The women card 
and spin the long fibre wool and 
weave the rugs which are made 
entirely by hand by the .same 
method used for years in the 
tribe. 

Black, white, grey, anil brown 
wool is sheared from sheep of 
tho.se colors and the more vivid 
colors produced by vegetable dyes 
of their own making, commereial 
dyes creeping in now' al.so. 

No two rugs, Mr.s. Bailey slates, 
are ever made alike, partly through 
superstition, partly becau.se de¬ 
signs are entirely original with 
each weaver and the patterns kept 
only in her mind. Her measure¬ 
ments are by span or by four- or 
two-finger widths. 

Each woman knows the value of 
the design, the finene.ss of her 
weaving, and sets her own price 
accordingly, which the trader usu¬ 
ally meets fairly by an exchange 
for produce. 

Art Dying Out? 

Children of the Navajos, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Bailey, are sent to 
government boarding schools at 
the age of 6 years, and in the 10 
years they stay in school they get 
none of the tribal training in sil¬ 
ver work or weaving, so that there 
is reason to fear that production 
of these real works of art may 
soon be lost. 

Mrs. Bailey, herself, owns a rug 
7% by 16 H feet which took one 
year to make. She also has a 
very beautiful chiefs' rug worn 


only by chiefs in the tribe when 
they were blanket Indians. The 
design of black and white stripes, 
with a diamond and half diamond 
motif of red and .sometimes blue 
woven in, is used only for the 
chiefs, although each has some 
variations. 

One odd feature of this rug is 
that no matter which way you fold 
it or how many times a corner is 
turned over, the central diamond 
design is always there. 

Mrs. Bailey, who has been at 
her present location for seven 
years, .says that a large percentage 
of Santa Ana homes po.ssess Nava¬ 
jo rugs, but she disposes of most 
of them to eastern tourists. 

Perhaps one of the largest pri¬ 
vate collections of Navajo rugs in 
Santa Ana is that owned hy Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Tuthill of 2035 
Victoria drive

Another interesting speaker 
coming in the future is Dr. Clif¬ 
ford Wright of Los Angeles, who 
will speak Nov. 13 on "The 
Glands’ Reaction to Behaviour.”

The surgeon has his troubles, 
just as the rest of u.s.

After its re¬ 
moval, nature endeavors to make 
a new gall bladder out of the 
slump and all the little ducts ex¬ 
pand in an effort to re[ilaee it. 

The gall bladder is a storehou.se 
for the bile that the liver is al¬ 
ways manufacturing. The excess is 
stored in the gall liladiler and be¬ 
comes concentrated so that when 
food is taken, it can he thrown out 
in eoncentrated form to do its part 
in digestion. If it is not .so storeil 
and eoncentrated, there is a lack 
rf bile for the complete digestion 
of food with resulting di.scnmfort. 

Pcr.sons who.se gall liladiler lias 
been removed e.x|)ericnec discom¬ 
fort after nieal.s for .some time un¬ 
til nature can adjust hersef to the 
IU;W condition. Moreover when the 
gall bladder has been so di.sca.scd 
that its removal is nece.s.sary, the 
suriounding ti.ssues also suffer and 
adhesions arc likely to form in¬ 
ti rfering with the normal mobility 
of these organs. 

The pain resulting from the pull 
cii them' organs is very similar to 
the original pains of the inflamed 
gall bladder. 

The administration of bile salts 
i.s indicated in these ea.ses. These 
salts stimulate the liver to manu¬ 
facture more bile and thus the de¬ 
ficiency is supplied.
